Mammoth Amount of Fluid at 
Mercy of Flame*. 
City of Mexico, July ll.—A lake ol 
oil covering an area of more than one 
square mile and of unknown depth In 
the state of Vera Cruz Is on fire. 
ll 
has been burnlnng for five days and 
has created the wildest terror among 
the natives of that section. The blaze 
is seen for more than 200 miles at sea 
according to 
navigators 
who 
havi 
arrived at Vera Cruz and Tampico 
The scene of the fire Is about 78 
, miles southeast of Tampico, near the 
San Geronimo river. It is remote from 
a railroad. 
An oil field was being 
developed at that place by the Penn 
Sylvania Oil company, which Is com­ 
posed of Pittsburg men. The com­ 
pany had bored a number of wells 
and all of them were flowing oil in 
large quantities. 
Tike product tvas 
being placed In earthen storage tanks 
preparatory to shipping. 
A careless woman accidentally set 
fire to one of the wells and the flames 
were communicated to 
the 
under­ 
ground reservoir of oil. 
A terrific 
explosion occurred which uplifted the 
earth surface throughout the whole 
field. 
The explosion was heard 75 
miles distant. 
The oil company lost 
$200,000 worth of machinery and the 
oil which has been burned will total 
millions of b a r r e ls.t The oil field will 
be destroyed.

An Ordinance Entitled on and Regu 
lating Running at Large of Dogs. 


Be It Ordained by City Council, City 
of Bryan: 
Section I. That it shall be unlawful 
for the owner of any dog to perm it 
such dog to run at large within the 
corporate lim its of the city of Bryan 
during the m onths of June, July and 
August unless such dog shall have en 
a m uzzle sufficient to keep said dog 
from biting. 
Sec. 2. 
That any person violating 
the preceding article of this ordinance 
shall be deem ed guilty of m isdem ean­ 
or, and, upon conviction, shall be fined 
in any sum not less than one nor more 
than one hundred dollars; providing, 
however, that city attorney may dis 
m iss prosecution against person for 
violating this ordinance 
upon 
their 
payment of their impounding fee here­ 
inafter allowed the city m arshal and 
costs of such prosecution. 
Sec. 3. 
That it shall be the duty of 
the city m arshal or som e one depu­ 
tized by him to take up and impound 
all dogs found running at lurge in vio­ 
lation of this ordinance, and safely 
keep such dog for a period of forty- 
eight hours, and use diligence to us 
certain the owner of sam e, lf owner of 
such dog cannot be ascertained, and 
no person appears and claim s such dog 
aud pays the im pounding fee, within 
forty-eight hours after such dog is so 
impounded, then it shall be presumed 
that such dog is of no value to the 
owner, and it shall lie the duty of the 
city m arsh al or som e one appointed 
for the purpose, to kill such dog in a 
m an n e r deem ed m ost practical. 
St-. 
!. 
For every dog impounded 
the c ity - m arsh al shall be entitled to 
an impounding fee of one dollar, to be 
paid by the ow ner of such 
dog 
im ­ 
pounded, and the fu rth er sum of tw en ­ 
ty-five cents for every dog killed in 
com pliance w ith this ordinance; and 
all fees collected by the m arshal are 
to be applied by him to th e paym ent 
of expenses incurred in taking up and 
Im pounding such dog. 
Sec. 5. 
T his ordinance shall take 
effect at once after publication.
